Mr. Kirby is s e v e n t y y e a r s old, a n d 
all h i s life h e h a s been a s t u d e n t of 
civil a n d mining engineering. H e be­ 
c a m e p r o m i n e n t a s supervising 
engi­ 
n e e r for t h e S a n t a F e railroad 
m a n y 
y e a r s ago, a n d h i s n a m e w a s k n o w n 
in e n g i n e e r i n g circles on t h e Pacific 
coast as one of t h e ablest 
connected 
with t h e work of railroad 
extension.

POSTMASTERS IN 
—MANY 


AT CATALINA 


FROM LONG TERMS 


The sixth annual convention of the 
California 
presidential 
postmasters, 
held in Avalon last week, was largely 
attended by postmasters from all over 
the state. 
The Bessions were presid­ 
ed over by the president, Postmaster 


.7. 
W. Wood of Pasadena, to whose 
untiring efforts and those of his sec­ 
retary, Postmaster W. M. Avis of Po­ 
mona, can be largely attributed 
the 
success of the convention. 


An extensive program had been pre­ 
pared for the business sessions, and 
the social hours were busy ones for 
the visitors, through 
the 
courtesies 
extended by the Banning company and 
the management 
of 
the 
Metropole 
hotel, Including a banquet on Thurs­ 
day evening. 
Postmaster C. H. Bar­ 
tholomew of San Diego was elected 
president for the ensuing year. Post­ 
master J. L. Matthews of Covins, who 
is one of the officials to retire during 
the year, gave an address before the 
session on the subject, "The People's 
Monopoly." 
The address is as fol­ 
lows: 


T H E PEOPLE'S 
MONOPOLY. 


If the United States postal service 
were compelled by the people to even­ 
ly distribute to every locality in the 
country the output 
of oranges 
and 
lemons from California and 
Florida, 
the department would evolve a sys­ 
tem in two months that would satis­ 
factorily perform this task. In a year, 
the department would have reduced 
the waste to a minimum, and would 
ibe returning a higher price to the 
jgrower than he ever received before, 
and would be selling at a lower price 
to the consumer. At first blush, per­ 
haps, you think this a radical state­ 
ment. 


Of course I am not ready to advo­ 
cate 
that 
the United 
States 
postal 
department should handle all the food­ 
stuffs of the country. 
Neither do I 
"wish you to believe that it could be 
done, for it most certainly could be 
done. But I wish to make a specific 
example which embodies my 
belief 
that a national system of distribution 
to the people is an efficient 
system, 
whether 
it be 
letters, 
newspapers, 
packages of vegetables, or the entire 
output of a nation's yield from 
the 
soil. 


The United States 
postal 
depart­ 
ment is a trust. 
It a trust in two 
senses of. the word. It has the control, 
complete and absolute, of that 
tre­ 
mendously 
valuable 
commodity, 
the 
correspondence of the country. 
The 
postal service is the greatest broker 
for the business man that exists in 
the confines of the national boundar­ 
ies, 
and no busiess man or person may 
transact 
affairs 
with other 
persons 
through the medium of the mall with­ 
out first paying a brokerage fee in the 
form of a fixed postage. This form of 
"brokerage operates 
entirely 
without*] 
competition, and may rightly be term­ 
ed the greatest and most benevolent 
trust—the most efficient and the most 
far-reaching and all-embracing mono­ 
poly the American people have to deal 
with. 


Great business concerns, having a 
wide margin of profit, could operate 
for a tlnie through the telegraph and 
telephone service, and by private mes­ 
senger, if the postal service should be 
suddenly removed. 
But their opera­ 
tions would be short-lived, 
as 
the 
small business of the country, which 
makes up the real wealth of the nine­ 
ty millions of people, could not be 
operated in this fashion except at a 
loss, and a loss to the small business 
man, when taken in the 
aggregate, 
would speedily kill the big business 
operators. 


If there is any concrete illustration 
in the world that points to the desira­ 
bility 
of 
benevolent 
monopoly, 
the 
postal Bervlce is certainly this Illus­ 
tration. When you realize that a com­ 
munication for which you have paid 
the government two cents for trans 
mission has been accepted by the gov- 
eminent as a trust, that this conimunt- 
cation will surely be forwarded to the 
proper source, barring a few exigen­ 
cies that would baffle 
any 
human 
agency; 
that this communication 
Is 
not subject to a return statement from 
the government that the transmission 
h a s cost double, triple or twenty times 
the original payment for transmission, 
and that the person sending is not 
called upon to pay these extra costs; 
that the original cost of this trans­ 
mission cannot In any way be rebated 
to any person to the discomfiture of 
another person; that billions of these 
communications are delivered at an 
equal 
charge 
and 
accurately; 
that 
ninety-eight per cent of the banking 
business of the United States Is trans 
acted throught his benevolent mono- 
po'.j — you get an idea of the relation 
ship of the postal service to the busl 
ness 
life-blood 
under 
the 
American 
flag, and you cannot but stop and re­ 
flect that private enterprise, with Its 
competitive 
bickerings, 
its 
dupllca 
tions In markets, its system of agents, 
middlemen, petty traders, retail mer­ 
chants, and all the Interminable long 
line of toll-takers, Is in decided Infer­ 
iority to Uncle Sam's one great mono­ 
poly for the people. 


That's what it is—it is the People's 
Monopoly. The banker may register a 
letter with the postal department, in 
which he calls a loan In a remote place 
from his banking house, and he can 
hold the government to account 
for 
the delivery of this message, such an 
accounting as makes it 
exceedingly 
difficult for the recipient to deny its 
delivery. 
The child may post his let­ 
ter and be sure that competent men 
in gray who have sworn on their oath 
to serve faithfully, will take his mes­ 
sage to the home on Quality Hill or 
to the congested hives among the Hes­ 
ter street tenements. 
Nothing is un­ 
important In the postal business; no 
man need be afraid that his bit of 
paper will be looked upon with dis­ 
dain once the stamp is affixed; 
no 
group of persons will decide that it is 
of Inferior quality; no person will put 


it up at auction and compare it un­ 
favorably with other communications; 
no man shall take it upon himself to 
shunt this communication on a siding 
to allow competitive messages to us­ 
urp the market; no person may steal 
it or break its seal with Impunity; no 
communication is sent back to the ef­ 
fect that the market for such mes­ 
sages is congested, and that the mes­ 
sage is valueless, with transportation 
charges marked in red ink on the mar­ 
gin. 


I have served nearly ten years in 
the postal service. I was an interested 
listener a short time ago at a com­ 
mercial banquet, In which two quite 
remarkable 
speeches were 
delivered 
by keen American men—both on the 
subject of business 
distribution—one 
for the automobile, and the other for 
a breakfast food concern that is a 
household word. These two men gave 
a splendid word-picture of 
efficiency 
In the distribution of wares. They told 
us that there was not a place of im­ 
portance in the United States and its 
territorial possessions where this par­ 
ticular make of automobile 
or 
this 
breakfast food had not been distribut­ 
ed. They showed us a business map 


of the United States, arranged 
with 
great cost and care, in order that no 
part of the country might be over­ 
looked in the placing of their wares. 


But, gentlemen, this did not seem 
wonderful to me. On the other hand, I 
felt a mild stirring of surprise that 
they should brag about it as an ach­ 
ievement. For, in my little office, dur­ 
ing the ten years of my work, I was 
in touch with every little hamlet in 
all 
the 
domain 
of 
the 
Stars 
and 
Stripes—I gave the name of any de­ 
sired town or village 
or 
group 
of 
houses to anyone asking at my win­ 
dow, simply by turning to the guide 
always at my elbow, and although not 
In charge of an office that was of the 
first magnitude in the postal service, 
I was, of necessity, in possession of 
knowledge of the groups of inhabi­ 
tants of the United States, such as I 
doubt to be the knowledge possessed 
by the average business house. 
My 
employer would not expect me to brag 
about my information of the post-of­ 
fices in the Island of Luzon. The Peo­ 
ple's 
Monopoly, 
the 
United 
States 
postal service, had provided this com­ 
plete Information, and from no other 
source in the country Is this Informa­ 
tion obtainable. 


If, every time we sent a communica­ 
tion by mall, we were obliged to In­ 
quire, "What's the charge for the pos­ 
tal system In Indiana?" or, "What's 
the prices for parcels In Southern Il­ 
linois?" ,or, 
'Whose company is de­ 
livering mail In Montana, and 
what 


will be the charge for all these var­ 
ious private companies for the trans­ 
mission of this letter 
over 
twelve 
states—then we would have a postal 
system on the competitive basis, like 
the express companies, or the 
rail­ 
roads, or the telegraph and telephone. 
The postal service charges rates based 
on the aggregate of all the business 
under the domain of the flag. It does 
not engage in internecine 
business 
warfare; it does not cut rates one day 
and combine the next day to fool the 
people; It does not rush a great vol­ 
ume of business Into one district to 
break a market; it does not take one 
man's result of toil to use as a club 
over another's; It does not waste Its 
substance upon the riotous living of 
the middleman, the jobber, the busi­ 
ness 
toll-gate 
keepers—but 
fixes 
a 
price based upon the volume of all the 
business, and charges not all the traf­ 
fic will bear, but enough to conduct 
the business on a permanent and sat­ 
isfactory basis for the ninety million 
stockholders of the concern. This is 
the People's Monopoly, and it has nev­ 
er been successfully 
challenged, 
nor 
Investigated to its discredit. 


Among 
these 
ninety 
millions 
of 
stockholders, not all, are scrupulous— 
not. all are honest—not all remember 
that thel.r shares are written in equal 
figures. 
We must protect the whole 
concern from a few who would steal 
from themselves, and the people are 
aware that no prosecution is so re­ 
lentless as the prosecution 
of evil­ 


doers against 
#the People's Monopoly 
by Its official*, I once was obliged to 
arrest a young man at the point of a 
shotgun because he was stealing bank 
checks from a postal box. This man 
did not stop to consider that if such 
practices! <o\«re allowed the postal ser­ 
vice wonM' cease to exist, and that he 
might iftWr send a letter to his mo­ 
ther 
or 
hla 
sweetheart 
ngnln. 
No 
business man' orr banker would con­ 
sign money or Its equivalent to the 
care of a system that could not rea­ 
sonably guarantee the carrying out of 
the business pnct—that could not be 
trusted to assume a respectable re­ 
sponsibility for Its part of the trans­ 
action. Yet, In other lines of business, 
we are obliged to consign our fruits, 
our products, to the care of bnslness 
concerns who openly boast of break­ 
ing markets with one man's product 
In order to give another the benefit; 
we daily transact business with 
firms 
that go into competition and play a 
part of the product against 
another 
part, rendering a loss to Borne and too 
much profits to others. 


Because you are brothers In the pos­ 
tal service of Uncle Sam, you no doubt 
find the points I hnvo made common­ 
place enough, but to take them out­ 
side of this convention—do the peoplo 
see these things? do the business men 
realize the comparison? 
I have often 
thought, as I stood In my window nt 
the postoflice, that all the dissatisfied 
and disgruntled ones In the ranks of 
he I. W. W.'s and among the ones of 


arrested 
growth 
in 
the 
anarchistic 
class, 
would 
find 
less 
reason 
for 
trampling upon the flag If they would 
study 
this 
system 
of 
the 
People's 
Monopoly 
which 
Includes 
them 
aa 
a stockholder. Their eyes would not 
turn In anger to the American flag, 
but to those malefactors of the nation 
under the flag, who often give them 
just reasons for their rage. 


I will soon cease to be a servant 
of the People's Monopoly, but no man 
can tnke away the lessons I have 
learned while standing behind a stamp 
counter. 
Among other things I have 
learned 
that 
subordination 
Is 
the 
heart blood of system; 
that no man 
can possibly make himself bigger than 
the niche he has been placed In until 
he Is called to fill a bigger niche; and 
that a monopolistic system under the 
benevolent tyranny of a freo govern­ 
ment comes nearest to eliminating lost 
motion In business of anything that 
has ever been attempted. 
There are 
many In this country who are seem­ 
ingly by nature, "agin 
the 
govern­ 
ment." 
But I like Uncle Sam, and I 
have no doubt at nil but that he will 
continue to "make good."

DOES IT PAY? 


Read what is said on the subject by a few successful Citrus fruit growers 


Extracts from a speech by Mr. Jas. 
Mills of Riverside, before a meeting 
held at Redlands, under the auspices of 
the Redlands Fruit Growers' Protective 
League in 1911: 


Experience—"I know you have men 
better capable of talking on the cyanide 
fumigation question than I am, but, as 
the chairman has said, I have had much 
experience, I have had to face these 
problems, because dividends have to be 
paid;* stockholders want dividends and 
the man who can pay them can hold his 


job. 
I am still holding mine." 


Cleaning Up Profitable—"I got the 


money, I got the tents and I got to work. 
At the end of two years I had expended 
forty thousand dollars in cleaning up, 
and I cleaned and I used the stuff and I 
got the Bcale, and I rejoiced, and may I 
say it, exceedingly glad. 
I was able to 
say, and say truthfully to my general 
committee to my directors, it has cost 
forty thousand dollars, but it has not 
cost you a cent. 
Apparently you have 
expended the money, but I know that 
I have produced two dollars in fruit 
extra for every dollar of money that 
I have expended in these operations; 
I know that; you have the proof of that 
in your dividend. There was no question 
about it; 
there could be no question; 
it was a demonstration that could not 
escape anybody; we were satisfied with 
our expenditure, because we had the 
fruit that we grew before, and so much 
more that we had our money and another 
dollar alongside of it; that was a good 
investment. 
Any business man will put 
a dollar in if he can get it back accom 
panied by another dollar; 
only some 
fruit men are not business men." 


Did it Pay?—"In our groves ten 
years ago we had some that were black 
with the black scale, and no fruit on the 
trees, absolutely unprofitable were the 
groves; when we cleaned them they took 
on new life; they seemed like a man that 
had regained his lost strength and lost 
vigor, showing renewed life and activity; 
and this appeared to such an extent that 
in some instances they bore down to the 
ground with fruit; and I could not help 
realizing, as I went up and dov/n through 
those groves, that they were laughing 
with joy, as was I, and as were others 
who were 
financially 
affected. 
That 
grove ever since has bean kept clean, 
and ever has it produced abunduntly of 
the fruit of the land, the thing that we 
are after, and the joy that it gives when 
it comes. 


"I have stated to you that I spent 
forty thousand dollars and was able to 
say that it did not cost them a cent. Do 
you see the point? 
That if I had not 
spent the forty thousand dollars I would 
not have gained half the crop, and that 
•is the fa/ct. I gained so much more fruit, 
directly as the result of the clean-up of 
the trees that I produced that much 
more money—the forty thousand dollars, 
and another forty thousand dollars on 
top of it, and still some more. 
Now, 
did it pay? 
Yes." 


A Story 
of 
16,000 
Trees—"They 
were cleaned up, and I have on those 
trees 
on 
the second blossom, better 
than $20,000 worth of fruit, and I would 
not have had $5,000 if it had not been 
for the fumigating. 
My friend Pease here 


used to tell us years ago that fumigation 
was fertilization, and our friend 
Van 
Leuven, he believes that too; he fumi­ 
gates persistently, whether ho has scale 
or not, because he believes that the tree 
is strengthened by it. 
Now, I believe 
with my friend Pease that it was fertiliza­ 
tion in this way: it prevented the little 
bug from getting the fertilizer that was 
put on, and the tree got it, and it pro­ 
duced fruit with it, but if the bug gets 
it it produces nothing but disease and 
destruction. And I say to you row that 
I never had a more complete demonstra­ 
tion of the effectiveness of fumigation 
than the treating of those young trees 
before they were two years old, spending 
$1,100 on them, because I have the 
fruit on the tree that will pay me back 
the $1,100 and $17,000 or $18,000 more." 


Lesson Learned—"We have learned 
on our three thousand acres that it is 
the most profitable thing we do, more 
profitable than irrigating, than cultiva­ 
ting, than pruning, than fertilizing, for 
the reason that it is the cap of the whole 
arch. After all the rest is done, and the 
fruit is set on the tree, the scale saps the 
life of the tree and the fruit will fall; it 
has taken the rich sap of the tree that 
would otherwise have gone to the setting 
of the fruit and the holding of it on the 
tree and the tree is not able to produce it. 
Who of you has ever seen a tree black 
with black seals or covered with red 
scale producing a profitable crop? Who? 
Is there one? 
Not one; not one on the 
broad earth that has ever seen it. 
But 
who of you have not seen- profitable 
orchards where everything was done, 
including the fumigation?" 


Condemned Fruit—"You doubtless 
saw in the papers recently that a carload 
of fruit was condemned and thrown out 
and burned because it was infected. 
Most of the states are passing laws 
covering that matter, and unless this 
matter is remedied the time will como 
when you can't sell your fruit; you can't 
sell dirty fruit by putting it in with clean 
fruit; 
let us give the best that is in us 
to our business, and that will produce 
and give to the world the best, and the 
world v/ill give back to us its best every 
time." 


Mr. 
McGill, 
manager 
McNally 
Ranch, La Mirada, says: 


* 


"Correct and proper furtigation is the 
ke-ystono in tha structure of the citrus 
fruit industry. 
Without it there could 
be no profitable growing of citrus fruit." 


Judge Erskine M. Ross, Los Angeles, 
Cal., says: 


"I have your letter of this date asking 
for a brief statement of my experience 
in respect to the advisability of fumiga­ 
ting citrus trees. 
As I have been a 
grower of such fruit for many years, I 
ought to know something not only of the 
advisability, but the absolute necessity of 
fumigation in localities where one's trees 
are subject to scale. I know from experi­ 
ence that a good crop of merchantable 
fruit cannot be produced on the same 
trees that produce a good crop of scale of 
any kind, and particularly black scale, 
with whioh I am most familiar. 
Proper 
pruning, cultivation, irrigation and fertil 
ization are, of course, very important, 
but most important of all in my opinion 
is fumigation where one has to contend 


with scale. 
It is, of course, expensive, 
for the material is costly and the labor 
required is out of the ordinary and con­ 
sequently high; 
but my experience, as 
well as observation, is that fruit growers 
whose orchards are subject to scale, who 
are unwilling to incur the necessary 
expense, will be wise to go out of the 
business. I have, among other orchards, 
a good Valencia orchard of a fine quality 
of fruit. 
My failure to fumigate it three 
years ago caused me practically the loss 
cf the crop of that orchard for two years; 
the income from which either year would 
have paid the cost of fumigation many 
times over. 
I did not fumigate it that 
year because those who examined it for 
the purpose, including myself, thought 
that it would go through that season 
without any substantial harm, without 
fumigation; 
but the scale multiplied so 
rapidly and so unexpeqtedly as to bring 
about the result above indicated. 
Last 
fall that orchard was thoroughly fumi­ 
gated and the result is that I now have 
on it a fi-.e crop of fine fruit. And I may 
say that I have had a similar experience 
with my other orchards." 


W. H. Jameson, Corona, Cal., says: 


"In reply to your favor of the 18th 
we have to say that we are strong 
believers in fumigation with Cyanide, 
as we consider it the moat practical way 
to control the scale pest that has as yet 
been discovered, 


"Whenever scale begins to make its 
appearance in orange or lemon trees 
here the grade of the fruit is lowered and 
if the scale is not cleaned up the' trees 
begin to show the effects and the yield 
will surely be materially affected. 


"In case of red scale, if allowed to go 
too long, it sometimes takes two years 
or more for the trees to got back into the 
condition that they should be when kept 
freo from the scale." 


C. C. Teague, manager 
Limoneira 
Company, Santa Paula, Cal., says: 


"I acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 17th, in which you ask for our 
experience in regard to fumigation, and 
in which you state that you find some 
growers opposed to fumigation beeauso 
of expense. 
I am very much surprised 
to learn that any grower in these enlight­ 
ened times cduld believe that it would 
pay to have a grove infested with insect 
posts. We figure on fighting insect pests 
as a regular part of our expense, just 
as much as we do our irrigation, cultiva­ 
tion and fertilization. 
It is conceded by 
nearly all growers that fumigation is the 
most effective method of treating red, 
purple and black scale; 
and certainly 
it is an idea of mistaken economy for any 
growers to not fumigate, and have a 
scale-infested grove." 


A. F. Call, Corona, Cal., says: 


"Replying to your inquiry, I did not 
suppose any California Citrus Grov/er 
in this day and ajje would doubt the 
absolute necessity of fumigation for scale. 
Any man who 
hus scale and cannot 
fumigate should sell out as soon u:> 
possible, for there is no place for him in 
the business. 


"Many states are passing laws against 
the sale of scaly fruits. 
Most markets 
v/ill either heavily discount such fruits 
or refuse them altogether. Most packing 


houses are now throwing them in the 
cull pilo. Even if salable, it would not 
pay to grow scaly fruit for the trees will 
not bear enough to pay." 


Mr. O. B. Griffin, assistant manager 
Leffingwell ranch, Whittier, Cal., says: 


"The fumigation of citrus trees is a 
profitable investment for the citrus fruit 
grower, and properly done will bring 
large returns." 


Mr. Hemphill, manngor for C. C. 
Chapman, Fullerton, Cal., says: 


"Correct fumigation spells clean trees, 
more and better fruit, highest prices in 
the market, and larger returns for the 
growor." 


Mr. W. C. Hendricks, managor, Azusa 
Citrus Association, Azusa, Cal., says: 


"The cost of fumigating citrus trees 
should not be considered as a part of the 
expense account in the handling of u 
citrus grove, but rather ns an Investment 
that brings speedy and large returns on 
the money paid out." 


Mr. Pease, Horticultural Commissioner 
of San Bernardino Co., says: 


"In regard to tho benefit to be derived 
from fumigation, I will relato a little 
experience that I had. Wo hnvo always 
been short of tents, and it was our custom 
to inspect tho orchards, and If there was 
any red scale found, wo would servo 
notice on tho owner to clean up, and wo 
would pay no attention to tho black 
scale; we did not have tents enough to 
do the work. 
On one side of this partic­ 
ular orchard to which I refer there woro 
some lemon trees, and a little red scalo 
got in there, and the balance of the 
orchard 
of 
twenty acres was 
badly 
infected with black scale; we served a* 
notice on the owner to clean up the red 
scale, and he fumigated all of tho lemons, 
and two rows of the navel oranges in 
order to get rid of tho red scalo. Tho next 
summer he called my attention to those 
two rows of orange trees that had been 
fumigated, and said that he wuntcd to 
show me the mistake he hod made In not 
fumigating tho entire orchard: there was 
from four to six times as much fruit on 
the trees that had been fumigated as 
there was on the trees that had not boon 
fumigated; that was just in regard to tho 
black scale, as those trees wero coven rf 
with the black scale; 
but no matt<t 
whether It Is red, yellow, black or purple 
they sap tho vitality of tho tree; it Is not 
only the sap that is taken out of tho tree, 
but you will notice that the scale starts a 
vellow spot upon the leaf which indicates 
that it has a toxic or poisonous effect 
on the tree. 


"Then again the question of shipping 
fruit with scale on it has brought to light 
some things that are taking place In 
different parts of tho country; in Oregon, 
in the northern part of this state, in 
Utah, In Canada, unci in a great many 
places i;i the East, laws have been passed 
which state that they will receive no kind 
of fruit with any kind of scale on it. 
Some of you know something about that 
hire in Redlands, I presume. We know 
of canes where fruit has been refused 
because of the scale on it. 
That is 
another reason why tho trees should bo 
cleaned up. 
No tree or orchard can do 
its best, if it is Infected with scale, no 
matter how much fertilizer you put on It."

Pomona is a lively city. 
It has a splendid bunch of business 
men. 
They work hard for the success of each other because they 
understand that the success of one means the success of all, if they 
stay together. 
Often, we hear of some very spirited 
discussions 
among Pomona business men at, their public meetings. 
They don't 
always agree. 
But. when the last analysis is made, you'll find they 
have agreed on something beneficial and progressive for Pomona. 
They don't fight anything that will benefit the city simply because 
they don't all happen to be of the same mind. 
They keep the city 
of Pomona in mind all the time, and consider themselves only a small 
part, of it. 


For years Pomona lias shown this progressive spirit. 
They 
shared in the .January unpleasantness with the rest of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, but they didn't, yell too hard about. 
They don't like to be 
frozen out. in Pomona any better than any other community, but. they 
took the situation philosophically, and kept right on doing business 
at. the same old stand. 


Pomona has now about 
fifteen 
thousand 
inhabitants, which 
makes it, large enough so that one year's crop does not make the 
difference it. does in smaller communities. 
The population is now 
large enough so that, they can enjoy a good trade if the citrns crop 
happens to be short. 
They have deciduous fruit canneries, foun­ 
dries, pump-making concerns and other factories, with the result that 
their business is diversified, and therefore on a stronger basis. 


It is necessary for a community to have more than one business. 
Tt does not grow rapidly if it sticks to one trade, and the city is liable 
to fluctuations—"ups and downs." 
Pomona, through its board of 
trade and other civic bodies, has worked hard to attract a diversi­ 
fied business, and has succeeded. 
This week they all turned out in 
their big park, and held a sort of half-humorous, half-in-earnest pro­ 
gram, in which they buried a huge hatchet, made of wood, as symbolic 
of shaming a few " s o r e h e a d s " that had crept in and were doing a 
little knocking on the side. 
The affair was wholly good-natured, and 
shows what a fine spirit exists in that city. 


Pomona is all right. 
Pomona is going ahead rapidly. The 
city lias fine opportunities, and is taking advantage of them. 
A big 
city will be built there some of these days, and it is because they know 
how to boost, and to boost intelligently.' 


Profit Sharing and Justice. 


A manufacturer—so a newspaper item runs—several years ago 
bequeathed his factory to his employees. It was they who helped him 
to make it successful; it was they therefore that were best entitled to 
it and were most likely to Bucceed with it after he was dead—so he 
r e a s o n e d ^ a n d the result is reported to have justified his expecta­ 
tions.

While, therefore, such an aet could hardly he made ii>to a gen­ 
eral rule even it commended itself to prevalent business ethics, it ,was 
surely the expression of a fine spirit and it makes every just man 
think. 


It is not an easy task to divide the earnings of industry with 
ideal justice. 
The Socialist, 
tin; Communist, 
the co-operative 
producer have attractive plans to dream about—some of them attrac­ 
tive plans to work towards—but the great, trouble in the way of real­ 
izing them is that men are as they are and that the world is as if is 
and the task of changing it is very hard and slow. 


Hut, of one thing we may be very sure—changes for the better 
do come, profit* sharing increases, co-operative production and distri­ 
bution and buying 
increases, parasites decrease and unnecessary 
-middlemen become fewer. 
At, the same time the demand ever grows 
for men who have the rare qualities of leadership and initiative, and 
•there art! large rewards for them, 
Consideration also becomes greater 
for the commonplace worker who, for lack of training or by nature, 
must remain in the ranks. 
These influences will go on until juster 
methods will gradually conic to be followed than are general now. 
The process is Vine of evolution. 
It is slow because of the vast mass­ 
es of incompetent, and half-incompetent people, whose earnings and 
services are of small economic value. 


The Currency Law. 


The bankers who met in Chicago last month and discussed 
currency reforms, appointed a committee to visit 'Washington and lay 
the views of the meeting before the senate committee in charge of 
the subject. 
The members of the committee were men of distinction 
in the banking world and their views were listened to with the great- 
ets attention by the Senatorial committee. 


The impression gained ground that the great 
financial 
author­ 
ities, had been unwisely ignored in all this business; that the politi­ 
cians had had things too much to themselves; that the bickerings in 
committee and in caucus had grown out of a confusion 
consequent 
upon a debate too much conducted by those unfamiliar with matters. 


Better late than never. 
As representative bankers have been 
heard, the Senate, where the battle is to be fought, will undoubtedly 
profit by the suggestions from a source thoroughly competent to make 
them. 
* 


Study and training count, in every department of activity, pub­ 
lic or private. 
In diplomatic questions, diplomats are consulted; in 
war questions, soldiers and sailors, and in legal questions, lawyers of 
education and pracliee. 
Why, then, should not bankers be con­ 
sulted about the currency matter? 
"Who better qualified, if so well, 
to discuss it on practical and workable lines? 


As the question stands today politicians declare against bank- 
ling control, and the bankers against political control.

Differences of opinion are wide and many compromises will 
undoubtedly be effected before the Currency Bill finally becomes a 
law. 
Certainly, at the present time, after weeks of wrangling in the 
House Banking Committee and the House Democratic Caucus, many 
legislatures are at sea about the general question, and seem to need, 
and be willing to welcome, suggestions from a quarter which should 
know from experience a great deal about banking and currency, and 
be able to advise for the public good what should be done at the 
present time. 


Tariff Bill Nearly a Law. 


So swiftly is action on the pending tariff bill moving toward 
finality, the measure may be passed by the Senate, agreed upon in 
conference between the two houses and be in President Wilson's hands 
for his signature by the middle of September. 
There seems not the 
slightest doubt that the measure will be such a one as to receive the 
signature of the President without in the least stultifying his atti­ 
tude. 
With wonderful fidelity to their pledges, the majority mem­ 
bers of the Senate are upholding, in essential principle, each and every 
one of the schedules, as their consideration is reached. With the 
tariff legislation out of the way soon and with reasonably prompt 
enactment of the currency legislation, which now seems probable, 
the country will be in excellent shape to adjust itself quickly to the 
changes to be wrought by the two measures. 
By the first of the 
year, business, industry, and finance should be about normal, in 
adjustment to whatever modifications arc to be made in the tariff 
and the currency laws. 
This return to normality should carry the 
country's affairs along without any serious general depression.

Walnut growers need not be alarmed over the small moth be­ 
lieved to be a new walnut pest, that has made its appearance in some 
districts on the trees of late. 
County Horticultural Commissioner 
(!. \V. Beers of Ventura sent the larva to Professor lliilph Smith of 
the University of California and this expert classified it as that, of 
the Codlin moth.

" M r . Foster of the United States Department of Agricultti 
in bulletin No. ISO, recites that the Codlin moth sometimes attacl 
young walnuts, but that few of the nuts are penetrated by the larva 
The larva is found on the outer bark, but does not injure the nut.

MOTORCYCLE RIDER INJURED 


A T T H E LORDSBURG M E E T . 


Howard Hunter of Pomona, one of 
the motorcycle riders In the Labor 
Day races on the Lordsburg track, was 
thrown from his machine while mak­ 
ing a trial run just before the last 
event of the day and received a strain­ 
ed shoulder and severe cuts and bruis­ 
es about his face and head. 


Hunter was trying out a Thor ma­ 
chine which had not been used in any 
other previous race in Monday's pro­ 
gram and which he was Intending to 
ride in the twenty-five mile free-for-all 
event which was about to be started. 


The spectators watched the young 
man as he sped around the course 
and marveled at the rapid speed at 
which he was riding. Just as the dar­ 
ing rider reached the turn at the oast 
end of the course the eager watchers 
saw a great cloud of dust rise from 
the field and they knew that an acci­ 
dent had happened. Some of the spec­ 
tators a quarter of a mile from the 


scene of the accident stated that they 
saw Hunter as he was hurled from his 
machine. 


Spectators in automobiles imme­ 
diately rushed to the aid of the un­ 
fortunate rider and found him lying 
in an unconscious condition with blood 
streaming from the deep lacerations 
in his face. The injured man was 
taken as quickly as possible to Lords­ 
burg, where medical aid was secured. 


Hunter was taken to Pomona about 
9 o'clock on Monday, evening but did 
not regain consciousness until three 
o'clock on Tuesday morning. 


The exact cause of the accident Is 
not known, but it is thought 
that 
Hunter was going at such a rapid rate 
of speed that he was unable to make 
the turn, and was forced to ride off 
the track and into the rough field.
